The entire production is 
steeped in Hoosier hospitality, 
garnering endless chuckles with 
its particular community spirit 
and social life. 

Bette herself has never been 
in better form. Edith Head has 
her decked out smartly, and 
Windust brings forth her charm 
and talent to the fullest. It’s a 
holiday from tears for Bette and 
she seems to enjoy it immensely. 
Teaming her with Bob was an- 
other happy decision. In fact 
everyone seems happy, especially 
the audience which viewed it.

And it has been since then, 
and is now, in its natural, un- 
tampered-with state, same being 
ash blonde, which Bette says, is 
the euphonious way of describ- 
ing what is vulgarly called 
“dirty blonde.” 

There are golden blondes and 
platinum blondes and copper 
blondes, and then blondes like 
Bette Davis, who admits that 
she wasn’t above trying a few 
odd shades herself when she 
first came to Hollywood. 

“T went through the experi- 
mental stages,” she said, ““when 
I thought a new tone on top 
would give me new personality. 
It didn’t do much good.” 

Bette’s latest film, “June 
Bride,” in which Robert Mont- 
gomery appears opposite the 
actress, opens tomorrow at the 
Strand Theatre for a week. 
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BOB MONTGOMERY 
STARTED SLOWLY 


Robert Montgomery’s first 
film acting job lasted exactly 
two weeks. 

The man who hired and fired 
him, thereby cutting Montgom- 
ery’ career on the screen a year 
shorter than it would have been 
otherwise, is a presently famous 
Hollywood producer: 

“And I never talked to him 
or met him during those two 
weeks,”” Montgomery recalls. 

And Montgomery who is now 
starring with Bette Davis in 
Warner Bros.’ laugh riot, “June 
Bride,” due soon at the Strand 
Theatre, went back to the stage, 
and it wasn’t until a year later, 
1929, that M-G-M signed him to 
a film contract. He has been a 
film star ever since. 

Speaking of his friendship 
with the producer who so sum- 
marily fired him Bob says they 
frequently meet at Hollywood 
occasions. 

“We always have the same 
conversation,” Montgomery 
said. “Goldwyn says, ‘We must 
have lunch together,’ and I say, 
Yes.’ Then he says, “Next week, 
for sure,’ and I say, “Yes, for 
sure.’ Just as we part, Goldwyn 
will remind me, ‘You were my 
actor once, you know.’ 

“We have never had lunch to- 
gether, and I don’t know to this 
day whether Sam Goldwyn 
knows that he fired me before 
he ever met me.” 

Speaking of “June Bride,” 
Bob is of the opinion that work- 
ing with Bette was one of the 
prize plums of his entire acting 
career. Also, he raves’ over 
Bretaigne Windust’s expert di- 
rection of the comedy. 


TRICK LAMP BIT 
IN ‘JUNE BRIDE’ 


One of the trickiest scenes 
ever filmed figures in Warner 
Bros.’ new comedy, “June Bride,” 
Bette Davis-Robert Montgom- 
ery starrer, coming soon to the 
Strand Theatre.

Julius Caesar—may he rest 
in peace—never gave the Gauls 
more trouble than he gave Bette 
Davis and Robert Montgomery 
in Warner Bros.’ “June Bride.” 

A bust of J. Caesar figures 
importantly as a story point in 
the film comedy. Preparing a 
bust of the right dimensions and 
of a sufficiently Caesar-like ex- 
pression was the first difficulty 
hurdled by studio plaster artists.

“Tt’s a house a _ reasonably 
prosperous hardware merchant 
in a small city might have built 
for himself and his family at 
the turn of the century,” Grot 
says. “He could have built it then 
for $4,000 or $5,000—and would 
have impressed his neighbors as 
well. 

“Tt cost us considerably more 
than that to reproduce the house 
as a set. In fact, we built or in- 
dicated a whole street of similar 
houses. You can find duplicates 
in any small city.” 


TALL, PLAIN GALS

Tall girls with plain faces 
may take cheer — for Mary 
Wickes, a tall girl with a plain 
face, who admits it and says 
that her chances for an acting 
career were something like 10- 
to-1 better than if she had been 
cute and cuddly and pretty.
